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The  Central  Library  in  the  Small  School 

As  the  library  is  a primary  aid  to  both  pupils  and  teachers,  there  follows  an 
outline  of  the  standard  methods  of  organizing  a library  in  a small  school. 

Note:  Recommended  References: 

( 1 ) Teacher  Librarians  Handbook,  American  Library  Association,  Chicago,

It  is  recommended  that  larger  schools,  with  an  enrollment  over  200,  should 
not  attempt  to  organize  a central  library  unless  they  have  on  staff  a teacher- 
librarian  who  has  obtained  training  in  school  librarianship  from  a faculty  of 
education  or  library  school. 


Initial  Organization: 

A.  Collect  all  books  belonging  to  the  school. 

B.  Sort  them  into  groups: 

1.  Those  to  be  included  in  the  collection. 

2.  Those  to  be  included  after  repair.  Only  those  few  books  which  are 
worth  keeping  but  are  not  worth  rebinding  should  be  repaired. 

3.  Those  to  be  discarded  or  placed  in  storage.  Discarding  is  essential 
as  a school  library  is  a working  laboratory,  not  a storehouse  or 
museum. 

4.  Those  to  be  rebound  before  inclusion.  (Specify  that  the  bindery 
use  only  buckram  book  cloth  and  that  all  books  be  drill-sewn.) 


Accessioning  Books 

A.  Accessioning  is  assigning  to  each  book  its  own  number  in  the  order  in 
which  the  book  was  added  to  the  library.  Begin  with  number  1 for  the 
first  book,  number  2 for  the  second,  and  so  on,  consecutively. 

B.  The  trend  is  away  from  the  use  of  an  accession  record  book  in  which 
author,  title,  publisher  and  price  are  listed  opposite  each  accession 
number.  However,  it  is  extremely  important  that  an  accurate  record 
is  kept  of  the  last  accession  number  used  as  a number  must  not  be 
used  more  than  once.  A record  book  which  is  labelled  ACCESSION 
BOOK  will  serve  to  record  the  last  accession  number  used.  Entries 
may  be  as  follows: 

Last  Accession  No.  Used  Date  Initials 

15  Sept.  7/66  M.W. 

48  Oct.  1/66  M.W. 

The  accession  number  is  entered  in  each  library  book: 

1.  On  the  page  opposite  the  back  of  the  title  page,  at  least  V2  inch  from 
the  bottom  of  the  page  and  V2  inch  from  the  inner  margin. 
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2.  Later,  when  the  book  card  is  typed,  the  accession  number  is  also 
entered  in  the  upper  right  hand  corner  of  the  book  card  and  book 
pocket  (illustration  A). 


Illustration  A— Book  Pocket,  Date  Due  Slip  and  Book  Card 
Classifying  Books 

Classification  of  books  means  shelving  together  all  books  on  a particular 
subject,  with  books  about  related  subjects  close  by. 

Nearly  all  organized  school  and  public  libraries  on  this  continent  and 
throughout  the  world  use  the  Dewey  decimal  classification  scheme  for  arranging 
books  on  library  shelves.  As  the  book  collection  of  the  school  library  is  relatively 
small,  a shortened  form  of  Dewey  numbers  may  be  used.  Elementary  schools 
will  find  the  following  condensation  of  Dewey  satisfactory.

B.  Explanation 

The  Dewey  classification  divides  all  knowledge  into  ten  fields  with  numbers 
ranging  from  000  to  999.  For  example,  one  of  the  ten  fields  is  pure  science 
(books  that  describe  the  natural  world)  and  all  books  on  pure  science  will 
have  a number  in  the  500  to  599  range,  depending  upon  the  subject  or 
subjects  with  which  they  deal.

The  Dewey  number  500  is  assigned  to  general  science  books,  that  is,  books 
which  have  information  about  a number  of  sciences  (e.g.  astronomy, 
chemistry,  physics,  biology) . Science  books  which  deal  only  with  physics 
are  assigned  the  number  530,  while  physics  books  limited  to  the  subject 
of  electricity  are  given  the  number  537. 

C.  How  to  Classify  a Book 

Examine  the  book  carefully  to  determine  its  subject.  (Titles  may  be 
misleading.)  Examine: 

1 . title  page; 

2.  preface  and  introduction; 

3.  table  of  contents  (the  skeleton  of  the  books). 

4.  If  still  in  doubt,  skim  parts  of  book,  noting  illustrations. 

After  determining  the  subject  matter  of  the  book,  the  shelf  list  (see  VII) 
should  be  consulted  to  see  where  other  books  of  similar  content  were 
classified. 

Enter  the  Dewey  number: 

1.  At  the  top  centre  of  the  same  page  as  the  accession  number;  i.e.  the 
page  opposite  the  back  of  the  title  page. 

2.  On  the  upper  left  hand  corner  of  the  book  card  and  book  pocket 
(illustration  A).  This  can  be  entered  later  when  the  book  card 
is  typed. 

3.  On  the  spine  of  the  book  (see  V,  Lettering  the  Book  Spine). 


IV.— ARRANGEMENT  OF  BOOKS  ON  SHELVES 

A.  Non  Fiction 

Non-fiction  books  are  arranged  by  their  call  numbers.  The  call  number 
is  the  Dewey  number  with  the  first  letter  of  the  author’s  last  name  under- 
neath it.  If  there  is  more  than  one  author  for  a book,  use  only  the  first 
author  listed  on  the  title  page. 

The  only  exception  to  the  use  of  the  author  letter  is  for  individual 
biographies  (Dewey  classification  921)  when  the  first  two  letters  of  the 
surname  of  the  person  about  whom  the  book  is  written  are  used.  This  way 
the  books  about  a particular  person  are  kept  together  on  the  shelves; 
e.g.,  two  biographies  on  the  life  of  Champlain,  one  by  Adams  and  one  by 
Williams  will  both  have  the  call  number  9i2Ch,  and  hence  will  be  shelved 
together. 

E.G.,  non-fiction  books  arranged  by  their  call  numbers: 

621  621  621.38  621.38  621.4 

MSN  W C 

Note  that  the  order  of  the  books  on  the  shelves  is  determined  first  by  the 
Dewey  numbers,  but  that  two  or  more  books  which  have  the  same  numbers 
are  arranged  alphabetically  by  the  author  letter. 

B.  Fiction  Books  for  Grade  IV  and  Up 

Stories  which  have  a plot,  including  short  stories,  are  not  assigned  Dewey 
numbers.  Instead,  they  are  arranged  on  the  shelves  alphabetically  by  the 
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author’s  last  name.  For  convenience  in  returning  books  to  the  shelves  a 
capital  F (for  fiction)  is  lettered  on  the  spine  of  the  book  and  the  author 
letter  placed  below  e.g.  SIX  BOYS  ON  A RAFT  by  Richard  Church  would 
have  the  symbols  F on  the  spine.

C.  Easy  Books 

Fiction  books  for  Grades  I to  III  inclusive  are  shelved  separately  on  low 
shelves,  and  are  marked  with  an  E on  the  spine,  with  the  author  letter 
placed  under  the  E.  A book  by  Dr.  Seuss  will  be  labelled  E 

S 

D.  General  Reference  Books 

Reference  books  such  as  general  encyclopedias  and  dictionaries  have  a 
capital  R lettered  above  the  Dewey  number  and  are  shelved  together  in 
one  section. 


V.  — LETTERING  THE  BOOK  SPINE 

A.  Lightly  pencil  a line  on  the  book  spine  \Vi  inches  from  the  bottom. 
On  this  line  letter  the  Dewey  number  or  the  fiction  symbol  F or  E. 

B.  Write  the  author  letter  below  the  first  Dewey  number.  (For  individual 
biography  use  the  first  two  letters  of  the  subject.) 

C.  A thin  coat  of  white  shellac  before  lettering  makes  a smooth  surface  on 
which  to  write. 

D.  Use  white  ink  for  books  with  dark  covers  and  black  ink  for  those  with 
very  light  covers. 

E.  Apply  a coat  of  thinned  shellac  over  the  call  number  with  a Vi  inch  paint 
brush.  Clean  the  brush  in  wood  alcohol  after  each  use. 


VI.  — MECHANICAL  PREPARATION 

Volunteer  student  help  may  carry  out  this  work,  but  they  will  need  careful 
adult  supervision.  The  process  is  the  same  for  both  old  and  new  books 
except  for  the  opening  of  new  books. 

A.  Opening  New  Books 

Follow  the  usual  procedure,  checking  for  uncut  pages  (cut  leaves  with  a 
paper  knife  or  dull-edged  knife) . 

B.  Stamping  Ownership  on  New  Books 

Stamp  name  of  school  on: 

1.  the  title  page,  near  the  bottom 

2.  a selected  identification  page  (p.  31  is  suggested) 

3.  top  edge  of  the  closed  book 

C.  Book  Card 

Author’s  last  name  and  title  of  book  should  be  printed  neatly  in  block 
letters  or  typed  in  capital  letters. 
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D.  Book  Pocket 

1.  Paste  the  book  pocket  on  the  inside  back  cover  near  the  bottom  (about 
one  inch  up) . 

2.  Do  not  paste  pocket  on  end  papers  which  add  to  the  content  of  the 
book,  e.g.  maps.  Use  the  preceding  blank  pages,  and  make  a notation 
inside  the  back  book  cover  to  turn  back  one  page  for  the  book  card. 

E.  Date  Due  Slip 

Paste  by  top  edge  and  one  lower  corner  on  the  flyleaf  opposite  the  pocket. 


VII.  — THE  SHELF  LIST 

The  shelf  list  is  a card  file  which  has  one  card  for  each  title  in  the  library. 

A.  Making  the  Shelf  List  Card 

1.  The  shelf  list  is  made  on  5"x3"  catalogue  cards. 

2.  Include  on  the  shelf  list: 

a.  Author’s  name,  surname  first,  as  on  the  title  page.  If  the  book  has 
more  than  one  author,  use  only  the  name  of  the  first  one  mentioned. 
If  no  author  is  named,  use  editor,  compiler  or  the  corporate  body 
(Bureau  of  Statistics,  Ottawa)  which  is  responsible  for  the  book. 

b.  Title  as  it  appears  on  the  title  page. 

c.  Short  form  of  publisher’s  name  (e.g.  shorten  McGraw-Hill  to 
McGraw,  World  Publishing  Company  to  World). 

d.  Copyright  date  as  listed  on  the  back  of  the  title  page.  If  there  is 
no  copyright  date  given,  use  the  latest  date  of  publication  listed.  If 
no  date  of  publication  is  given,  n.d.  is  used  to  indicate  no  date. 

e.  Accession  number  or  numbers  — make  only  one  shelf  list  card  for 
each  title,  recording  on  it  accession  numbers  for  duplicate  copies. 

B.  Arrangement  of  Cards  in  the  Shelf  List  File 

The  cards  in  the  shelf  are  arranged  in  exactly  the  same  order  as  the  books 
on  the  shelves,  i.e.,  non-fiction  according  to  call  numbers  and  fiction 
alphabetically  by  the  author’s  last  name. 

C.  Uses  of  the  Shelf  List 

1.  To  take  inventory  (a  note  is  made  on  the  shelf  list  card  when  a book 
is  missing,  discarded  or  lost  and  paid  for). 

2.  To  show  how  many  copies  of  a given  book  the  library  owns  (each 
accession  number  represents  one  copy). 

3.  To  show  what  kind  of  books  already  have  a particular  Dewey  number, 
as  an  aid  in  assigning  Dewey  numbers  to  new  books. 

4.  To  show  those  choosing  books  for  purchase,  how  many  books  the 
library  already  has  on  a particular  subject. 

5.  To  give  the  name  of  the  publisher  when  a replacement  for  a lost  book 
is  being  ordered. 

6.  To  serve  as  a basis  for  a bibliography  or  reading  list  on  a specific 
subject. 

7.  To  serve  as  a subject  index  to  the  book  collection  in  small  schools 
which  do  not  have  a card  catalogue. 
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VIII.  — THE  CARD  CATALOGUE 

A card  catalogue  consists  of  an  author  card  and  a title  card  for  each 
book  in  the  library  and  one  or  more  subject  cards  for  non-fiction  books. 
It  is  recommended  that  only  schools  with  part-time  trained  teacher- 
librarians  should  catalogue  their  book  collection. 


IX.  — CIRCULATION 
A.  Circulation  by  Classes 

In  schools  where  classes  are  scheduled  on  a weekly  basis  to  the  library  it 
has  often  been  found  satisfactory  to  keep  book  cards  together  by  rooms 
rather  than  arranging  them  by  date  due.  If  this  system  is  used,  all  book 
cards  for  books  charged  out  to  Room  8 will  be  kept  together  in  the  charging 
tray  under  a Room  8 guide  card,  and  the  date  due  will  have  been  stamped 
on  each  book  card.  If  “date  due”  slips  are  used  it  is  recommended  that  the 
student’s  room  number  be  entered  after  the  date  due,  in  order  that  the 
book  card  may  be  easily  located  in  the  charging  tray  if  the  book  is  returned 
at  a time  other  than  during  the  class-scheduled  period. 

1.  Personnel:  a.  Teacher 

b.  Student  librarian  A 

c.  Student  librarian  B 

2.  Equipment:  a.  Charging  station  (for  outgoing  books) 

b.  Discharging  station  (for  incoming  books) 

3.  Charging  of  Outgoing  Books 

Procedure 

The  borrower  removes  the  book  card  from  the  pocket  and  prints  or  legibly 
writes  on  the  card  his  name,  grade  and  home-room  number. 

The  borrower  presents  his  book  and  book  card  to  student  librarian  A at 
CHARGING  STATION,  who: 

(a)  Checks  card  for  completeness  and  legibility. 

(b)  Stamps  the  date  due  on  the  book  card  and  the  “date  due”  slip  which 
is  pasted  in  the  back  of  the  book. 

(c)  Writes  in  the  student’s  room  number  after  the  date  due  on  the 
“date  due”  slip. 

(d)  Places  all  book  cards  for  his  class  in  the  charging  tray  behind  the 
room  guide  card  for  his  class.  (Student  librarian  A will  be  responsible 
for  arranging  these  cards  numerically  by  accession  numbers  when  he 
reports  to  the  library  at  4:00  o’clock  on  the  day  his  class  was  scheduled 
to  the  library). 

4.  Discharging  of  Incoming  Books 

Procedure 

With  the  book  open  at  the  book  pocket,  the  student  returns  his  book  to 
the  teacher  at  the  DISCHARGING  STATION.

The  pocket  of  the  book  is  carded  by  the  teacher  with  the  matching  cards 
from  the  file.  IT  IS  ESSENTIAL  THAT  THE  ACCESSION  NUMBER 
ON  THE  BOOK  CARD  BE  THE  SAME  AS  THAT  ON  THE  BOOK 
POCKET. 

NOTE:  As  student  librarian  B develops  reliability  and  speed,  he  can  take 
over  discharging  under  close  supervision  of  the  teacher.  If  the  book  card 
cannot  be  found  for  a book,  the  book  should  be  taken  to  the  office 
immediately. 

Student  librarian  B returns  books  to  the  sorting  shelves,  checking  each  to 
make  certain  the  correct  card  is  in  the  pocket.  Books  in  need  of  repair 
should  be  placed  on  storage  shelves  marked  “to  be  repaired”  rather  than 
on  sorting  shelves. 

Student  librarians  separate  books  on  the  sorting  shelves  into  fiction  and 
non-fiction,  arranging  fiction  alphabetically  by  author  and  non-fiction  by 
call  numbers. 


Circulation  by  Date  Due 

Procedures  for  “circulation  by  date  due”  are  the  same  as  those  outlined 
for  “circulation  by  classes”  with  the  exception  that  book  cards  are  filed 
by  date  due  rather  than  by  room  number. 

Renewals 

A book  is  renewed  in  the  identical  manner  in  which  it  was  charged  out  in 
the  first  place,  after  the  correct  book  card  has  been  located  in  the  charging 
file.  Train  students  to  again  write  in  name,  grade  and  room  number,  rather 
than  use  ditto  marks.  The  new  date  due  must  be  stamped  on  the  book 
card  and  “date  due”  slip.

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Filing  Teaching  Aids  Materials 

A great  many  instructional  aids  are  of  a transitory  nature;  they  are  none  the 
less  valuable  for  that.  Such  materials  include  pictures  and  posters,  clippings  from 
newspapers  or  magazines,  pamphlets,  leaflets  and  folders  from  commercial  sources 
or  public  agencies,  such  as  those  listed  in  this  bulletin.  However,  teaching  aids 
of  this  sort  are  likely  to  be  of  limited  usefulness  unless  they  are  effectively  indexed 
and  filed  for  ready  reference. 

The  best  type  of  file  for  such  material  is  a filing  cabinet,  preferably  of  legal 
size,  in  which  pamphlets,  pictures  and  clippings  are  filed  under  appropriate  subject 
headings  in  manilla  folders.  However,  if  a filing  cabinet  is  not  available,  an  orange 
crate  or  a strong  packing  box  of  suitable  size  may  be  used.  A suitable  procedure 
in  filing  might  be  as  follows: 

1.  Mount  all  clipped  articles  and  pictures  on  sheets  of  typing  or  kraft  paper 
or  light  card  of  uniform  size.  Alternatively,  newspaper  clippings  may  be  kept 
folded  in  carefully  labelled  envelopes. 

2.  Indicate  on  the  back  of  each  the  date  and  source  of  the  clipping  or 
picture. 

3.  Letter  on  the  back  of  each  clipping  or  picture  a subject-heading.  Subject- 
headings  should  be  functional;  that  is  to  say,  they  should  be  chosen  to  fit  the 
purposes  of  the  school  or  classroom  for  which  the  material  is  being  filed.  In 
general,  too  many  subject-headings  are  more  confusing  than  too  few.  An 
elementary  teacher  might  prefer  to  index  such  a file  under  a series  of  resource 
headings  related  to  particular  enterprises.  Many  pamphlets  contain  information 
related  to  several  topics;  such  items  may  be  filed  under  the  heading  of  the  topic 
in  connection  with  which  they  are  of  greatest  use.  Suggested  headings  from  which 
topics  might  be  chosen  according  to  need  are  listed  at  the  end  of  this  section. 

4.  Collect  all  pictures  and  clippings  with  the  same  subject  headings  in  a 
manilla  folder  and  label  the  folder  with  the  appropriate  subject  heading. 

5.  File  the  manilla  folder  alphabetically  by  subject  in  the  vertical  file. 

6.  Pamphlets,  posters,  maps,  leaflets  and  similar  material  should  be  assigned 
a subject  heading  and  filed  in  the  vertical  file  with  pictures  and  clippings  on  the 
same  subject.  Where  considerable  material  has  accumulated  on  a single  topic,  the 
topic  may  be  divided  into  sub-headings,  and  the  material  re-filed,  or  at  least  the 
flimsy  items  should  be  separated  from  the  more  bulky  items  and  filed  in  separate 
folders,  under  the  same  heading,  to  minimize  wear  and  tear. 

7.  As  pamphlets  and  clippings  often  are  soon  out  of  date,  the  file  should 
be  checked  periodically  and  weeded  out  ruthlessly. 

8.  Check  magazines,  newspapers,  and  sources  of  material  regularly  to  keep 
the  file  up-to-date.  New  material  should  be  selected  and  added  carefully,  and 
with  reference  to  some  definite  instructional  purpose.  Do  not  clutter  the  file  with 
material  which  will  not  be  used. 


Additional  Suggestions 

Free  reference  materials  can  form  a valuable  addition  to  any  school  or 
classroom  library.  However,  they  are  most  useful  when  they  are  used  selectively. 
The  teacher  cannot  examine  all  reference  materials  which  the  pupil  will  use.  He

should,  however,  be  familiar  with  the  principal  sources  of  information  available 
to  his  class.  He  should  know  which  of  these  references  contain  the  most  valuable 
information,  which  ones  are  difficult  and  which  are  easy  to  read.  He  should 
examine  closely  pamphlets  and  magazines  which  the  children  might  secure.  Merely 
because  there  exists  a pamphlet  or  a magazine  article  upon  a subject  which  the 
children  are  studying  will  not  ensure  that  such  a pamphlet  or  magazine  article  will 
be  useful  to  the  pupils.  For  example,  a pamphlet  containing  a technical  treatment 
of  the  cracking  of  complex  hydrocarbons  is  of  little  use  to  a class  of  Grade  V 
pupils  studying  oil. 

Conversely,  the  teacher  should  not  insist  upon  being  the  one  to  introduce 
or  suggest  possible  sources  of  information.  Above  all,  the  pupil’s  initiative  in 
seeking  for  materials  should  not  be  killed.  Nevertheless,  it  is  quite  possible  that 
the  teacher  is  better  able  than  is  the  pupil  to  determine  whether  or  not  reference 
material  is  suitable  for  use  in  the  classroom.  When  a pupil  brings  reference 
material  to  the  class  the  teacher  should  have  the  opportunity  of  examining  it.  The 
teacher  should  first  commend  the  pupil  for  his  enterprise  in  securing  the  reference. 
Then,  if  the  material  yields  little  useful  information,  he  should  point  this  out  to  the 
pupil  and  suggest  other  references  which  contain  more  useful  information. 

A simple  file  may  be  started  in  Grade  III  with  such  headings  as

How  to  Obtain  Materials  from  Sources 

Materials  should  be  ordered  from  the  organization  that  produces  or  sponsors 
them,  and  not  from  the  Department  of  Education.  Teachers  should  not  order 
materials  indiscriminately  nor  encourage  their  pupils  to  do  so.  Many  companies 
have  stopped  printing  useful  educational  material,  or  have  become  reluctant  to 
distribute  it,  because  of  unreasonable  requests  from  teachers.  Letters  requesting 
materials  should  be  specific  in  listing  desired  titles  and  should  give  a clear  reason 
for  the  request.  If  such  letters  are  written  by  individual  children  or  by  a committee 
on  behalf  of  the  class,  the  request  for  the  entire  class  should  be  contained  in  a 
single  letter,  which  should  be  countersigned  by  the  teacher.  Many  sources  of 
educational  aids  prefer  to  send  their  material  to  teachers  only.  Requests  should 
be  for  single  copies,  except  for  those  items  that  are  specifically  listed  as  being 
available  in  classroom  lots.  Sample  letters  will  be  found  on  the  following  page. 

In  order  to  avoid  delays  or  difficulties  at  the  customs,  requests  to  sources 
outside  Canada  should  give  a return  address  which  will  indicate  clearly  that  the 
material  is  to  be  used  for  educational  purposes.  Use  a school  address,  preferably, 
or,  if  possible,  write  the  request  on  school  stationery. 

Following  the  sample  letters  is  a list  of  companies  or  sponsoring  agencies 
from  which  free  or  inexpensive  material  may  be  obtained.  After  the  address  of 
each  company  are  listed  the  titles  that  may  be  obtained  from  that  address.  Each 
item  has  been  chosen  because  it  is  considered  of  real  value  in  the  classroom. 

Each  title  is  followed  by  a brief  description  of  the  item,  with  some  indication 
of  the  grade  level  at  which  it  will  be  found  most  useful.  The  items  are  serially 
numbered,  and  the  topical  index  at  the  end  of  the  list  refers  to  the  serial  numbers 
of  the  items,  rather  than  to  page  numbers. 

NOTE:  The  notation  (T.R.)  suggests  material  useful  for  the  teacher’s 
reference  in  the  grades  indicated.
